The badly mau led comp any of 
p erhap s 150 men was p art of the 
17 3rd 
Airborne 
Brigade, 
the 
first Army combat u nit to ar­ 
riv e in Vietnam, in May 1965. 
The comp any inclu ded many 
newcomers sent in as rep lace­ 
ments for men rotated ou t of 
Sou th Vietnam. It had been 
looking for the enemy since last 
Su nday bu t had had no contact 
u ntil the su rp rise Red assau lt 
Thu rsday . 
The comp any ’s two lead p la­ 
toons ap p arently were su cked 
into a trap and isolated halfway 
u p a heav ily forested 4,000-foot 
ridgeline. The North Vietnam­ 
ese attackers rep ortedly wore 
black 
berets, 
indicating 
they 
were elite troop s. 
The 
two 
p latoons, 
totaling 
abou t 80 men, ap p arently be­ 
came confu sed and disorgan 
ized. 
Abou t 7 5 of these men 
were fou nd dead on the battle­ 


field, 
the 
others 
wou nded,, 
sp okesmen said. 
The heav y fighting raged for 
sev en hou rs. 
Two other comp anies maneu ­ 
v ered to reinforce the embattled 
and battered u nit. The 59 men 
accou nted for at the time the 
reinforcements linked u p were 
ev acu ated to the base camp at 
Dak To. 
Fighting was rep ortedly so 
close that air strikes on the 
Commu nists had to be greatly 
limited; ev en so, fighter-bomb- 
ers flew what tactical strikes 
they cou ld and armed helicop ­ 
ters were p ressed into action.

bombers, 
each of which carries 60.000 
p ou nds of bombs, blasted the 
area where the airborne troop s 
took a beating Thu rsday . 
Troop ers sweep ing ov er the 
area Friday rep orted skirmish­ 
es with small grou p s of North 
Vietnamese troop s. They said 
they fou nd 7 5 Commu nist bu n­ 
kers. more than half of them 
sp attered with fresh blood. 
U.S. headqu arters said no sig­ 
nificant fighting had been re­ 
p o rted since midnight Friday . 
Althou gh some U.S. officers at 
the scene estimated that as 
many as 450 North Vietnamese 
troop s were killed, an official 
commu niqu e issu ed in Saigon 
said, "No firm enemy casu alty 
cou nt has been rep orted.** 


The Commu nist troop s were 
identified as a battalion—p er­ 
hap s 400 to 508 men—of the 24th 
North Vietnamese Regiment. It 
was the first time this u nit has 
been rep orted in action in Sou th 
Vietnam. 
In the air war, U.S. p ilots flew 
a near-record 17 1 missions ov er 
North Vietnam Friday . It was 
the most missions since the 
record of 17 5 flown last Oct. 14. 
Among the key targets wras 
the Nam Dinh electric p ower 
p lant 46 miles sou th-sou theast of 
Hanoi. It was the second raid in 
two day s against the facility . 
U.S. Nav y bombers from the 
carrier Constellation assau lted 
the p ower p lant.

$6 9 .7 9 a day , acco rding to an analy sis by the Blue f 
Cro ss Asso ciatio n. This wo uld he a 42.9 per cent in­ 
crease o v er the 19Gb lev el, liefo re the new Federal 
minimum wage applied to ho spital wo rkers. The fig­ 
ure was giv en by Walter J . McNemey , president o f 
the asso ciatio n. 
J ustificatio n fo r the ex pected co st increase was 
giv en by Ray E. Bro wn o f Duke Univ ersity , a fo rmer 
president o f the American Ho spital Asso ciatio n and 
a widely kno wn autho rity o n ho spital eco no mics. He 
po inted o ut that a ho spital spends 6 3 {)er cent o f its 
inco ming do llar fo r wages, as eo miwrcd to 28 per cent 
by a manufactuiv r. Therefo re, a rise in ho sfatal wages 
ex erts mo ia than do uble the effect o n ho spital co sts. 
The new’ Federal law raised thf minimum wage, 
fo r tho se already co v ered, fro m $1.25 to $1.40 an 
ho ur last February 1, and will rise to $1.6 0 an ho ur 
nex t y ear. Wo rkers co v ered fo r the first time go t 
$1 an ho ur last February and will get 15 cents an ho ur 
mo re until they reach $1.6 0 an ho ur in 19 7 1. That 
is when the full effect will be sho wn in the co st o f a 
ho spital stay . 
These ex perts say that Medicare has no t increased 
ho spital use so much as to affect the co st, but wages 
hav e. When all o ther co sts are added — labo rato ry , 
surgical, medicatio n — it will co st a fo rtune to go to 
the ho spital.

In regard to the recent 
controv ersy between the Vil­ 
lage Board otf Rosendale, the 
Town Board otf Rosendale and 
the Activ e Hose Company 
No. 1 ov er the signing otf a 
new’ fire protection contract 
for the East West fire dis­ 
trict, I would like to make 
the following statement. 
The Village Board for the 
past two months has been in 
contact with the Town Boaird 
of 
Rosendale 
in order 
to 
make them aware that a fire 
protection contract wou ld ex ­ 
pire as otf midnight, Ju ne 19 , 
19 67. 
This 
m atter 
was 
brou ght u p at two Town 
Board meetings by members 
of the Village Board. In ad­ 
dition, the Chief otf the Ros­ 
endale Fine Company sent a 
letter to both the Town and 
the Village boards to alert 
them to this same fact. 
Since it is the Town’s ob­ 
ligation to protect the resi­ 
dents of the East West Fine 
district and no action was 
taken on their pant to con­ 
tact the Village Boaird or the 
Rcx sendaile Fire Company to 
renew t'he contract, a m eet­ 
ing was called by members otf 
the Village Board and Activ e 
Hose Co. No. 1 for Wednes­ 
day , Ju ne 14 to discu ss re­ 
newal of the contract with 
the Town Board. 
Members 
of the Town Board were in­ 
v ited to this meeting. 
At 
that 
meeting, 
since 
there was not enou gh time to 
hav e a pu blic hearing, the 
Village Board and the Rosen­ 
dale Fire Company felt mor­ 
ally obligated to afford the 
residents otf the East West 
fire district with fire protec­ 
tion.

The majority of the 
Town Board agreed on three 
of the four items.

on was repay ment of back 
workmen’s compensation in­ 
su rance premiu ms paid for by 
the Village. 
This contract is renewed 
only ev ery 5 y ears.

School Bu dget 
Editor, The Freeman: 
The other night the Board 
of Edu cation of the Kingston 
Consolidated School District 
held a pu blic hearing on the 
proposed 19 67-68 school bu d­ 
get. It is to be regretted that 
fewer than thirty people in 
the 
entire 
school 
district 
w’ere su fficiently interested to 
attend. 
Perhaps e main reason for 
the pu blic apathy was the 
lack otf information that the 
Boaird had (or was willing to 
div u lge) in respect to a whop­ 
ping increase otf $1,678,000 or 
18.2% in the 19 67-68 bu dget 
ov er the bu dget for the cu r­ 
rent y ear. It was brou ght ou t 
th at there was an antici­ 
pated increase otf approx i­ 
mately 4% in the pu pil en­ 
rollment. bu t the reason for 
the remaining 14% increase 
in costs was not made dear. 
It 
is 
inconceiv able 
that 
none of the Board members 
or school officials present had 
any concrete idea otf the ap­ 
prox imate av erage cost per 
stu dent in either the 19 66-67 
school y ear or in the pro­ 
posed 19 67-68 bu dget. 
Cer­ 
tainly this basic information 
is essential in any u nder­ 
standing otf the bu dget and it 
shou ld be the du ty of the 
Board to adeq u ately ex plain 
any y ear-to y ear changes. 
Other than showing a film 
strip which dud not giv e any 
financial data on the bu dget, 
other than totals by major 
categories, the Board did not 
fu rnish any information on 
the bu dget other than in an­ 
swer to direct q u estions. Why 
were more definite reasons 
not giv en for the increase in 
the bu dget other than general 
statem ents referring to in­ 
creased costs? It is obv ious 
that this reason cannot by 
itself ju stify an 18% increase 
in the bu dget. Yet the only 
references to new programs 
accou nted for only an insig­ 
nificant amou nt of the in­ 
crease. 
It is q u ite apparent th at 
the Board is now ready to 
ru bber-stamp 
the 
proposed 
bu dget and that all tax pay ers 
in the district will be faced 
with sharply increased tax es. 
Perhaps the bu dget is com­ 
pletely realistic, bu t the fact 
is that it has not been ade- 
q u aely ex plained ev en to the 
Boaird members, let alone the 
public. 
At no time was any men­ 
tion made by any otf the 
officials present of any a t­ 
tempts made to redu ce waste 
or increase efficiency . Appar­ 
ently only a concerted pu blic 
effort 
can 
bring 
abou t a 
change in this attitu de.
